SHOT TO PIECES 
IN A CEMETERY 


Surrounded After All-Night 
Chase Following “Shoot- 
ing Up” of Town. 


ONE DEAD, 10 WOUNDED 
Street Battle Followed Search 
for Desperadoes Who 
Robbed Saloon. 


HUNDREDS IN = CHASE 





Fugitive Takes Refuge in. the 
Bushes and One Hundred 
Bullets Strike Him. 


BOSTON, July 23.—One of the three 
desperadoes who turned the peaceful 
locality of Jamaica Plains into a battle- 
field is dead, a second is in a police 


station cell and the third, believed to 
be wounded, is thought to be surround- 
ed by a posse of several hundred men 
in Forest Hills Cemetery. His capture 
is expected hourly. 

After two of the three men whe had 
robbed a saloon in Jamaica Plains 
Tuesday night reappeared there last 
night and dashed through the streets, 
shooting at every person in sight, kill- 
ing one man, mortally wounding another 
man and a woman and seriously wound- 
ing eight others, they escaped into 
Franklin Park. 

Four hundred policemen and a thou- 
sand citizens surrounded the park and 


‘about midnight it was known that the 


fugitives had left the park and had 
taken refuge in Forest Hill Cemetery. 
Cemetery Under Guard. 

The cemetery was surrounded, a cor- 
don being so tightly drawn that it was 
though to bé impossible for the bandit 
to escape. About daybreak the officers 
gave the command for the policemen to 
ndvance toward the center of the cem- 
etery. 

Scarcely a quarter of an hour later 
a man sprang up in front of the offi- 
cers at the south side of the cemetery 
and started off on a run. The man was 
barefooted, a broken derby covered his 
head. & torn and ragged coat was on his 
back, and in one hand he carried a 
heavy revolver, -while from the other 
dangled a reel of cartridges. 

For more than a mile across the cem- 
etery the man raced m@€ly over gravcs, 
around shrubbery, through gulleya and 
over mounds, an ever-increasing mob of 
policemen following in his wake. All at 
once he disappeared in a ravine not 
two hundred yards from the main Mor- 
ton street entrance to the ccmetery 
grounds. 

Hid in the Shkrubbery. 

But one bit of shrubbery marked the 
lower level of the ravine and into this 
the man sprung to make his final stand. 
In a moment the sides of the ravine 
were lined many deep with the wvlue- 
coats, revolver were brought to bear 
upon the bush in the gully and shor 
after shot was poured into it. 

When the rain of shot was over, o/fi- 


‘cers approached the bush, and prrtinzg 
the leaves, found the desperadco's ie’, 


pierced by a hundred bullets, 

Almost at the same time another com- 
motion was created on the opposite side 
of the main gate within the confines of 
the main cemetery, and a man who had 
refused to throw up his hands had been 
teized and disarmed. Both the dead 
body and the captive were taken to the 
Jamaica Plains Station. 

Some doubt arising, however, as to the 

identity ef the captured man, officers 
were again marched back into the cem- 
e‘ery to continue the search. At 8 a. 
m, the police were tracing large splash- 
es of bi.od in the cemetery in the hops 
of finding the third banal. 
The two men, who had remained hid- 
Gen yesterday, came out about dusk 
soon seen by eitizens, who 
Gave the alarm. Then the men dashed 
through the streets shooting at every- 
one in sight. 

Mrs. Delia Fallon was standing in 

front of her home with her baby in her 
arins when the-two men, pursued by a 
crowd, came down the street. As they 
passed her one of them fired and the 
bullet entered her head behind her right 
ear. She was removed to the City Hos- 
pital fi a critical condition. 
_ Herbert E. Knox of Roslingdale, night 
watchman at the Forest Hills Ceme- 
tery, and Edward McMahon. a Dor- 
chester patrolman, each received a bul- 
Tet In the abdomen. Knox died a few 
hours later in the hospital.

Associated Press dispatches today in- 
dicate that Central America has re- 
ceived reports from North America that 
there is a war in Central America, and 
Cetnral America is trying to find it. 

If there really is a war on down 
there, the people in that neck of the 
jungle would like 
to know all about 


it. Some of the 
best war detect- 
ives in Nicaragua 
and Honduras 
have been out 
looking for it with 
a fine-tooth comb, 
but -they can't 
find it. 

Press dispatches 
from these coun- 
tries Thursday 
said: 

“The general 
opinion is that 
there is no truth 
in the report.” 

There is just a 
chance that the 
war is lost in the 
mountains some- 
where. The Nicaraguan army has not 
been seen on the streets*of the capital 
for some time, but untli now little sig- 
nificance was attached to this, as it was 
thought that he had gone down to the 
coast to see a ship come in. 

It has been learned that the Hondu- 
ran army went on a two-weeks’ vaca- 
tion several days 
ago. The . two 


may have met and 
engaged in hostili- 
‘ties, but this ts 
not considered 
likely, as the 
generals, who 
make up the 
greater part ~ of 
the fighting force, 
are known to 
have remained at 
home,

In some ‘ quar- 
ters there is a be- 
lief that the Nic- 
araguan and Hon- 
duran armies 
have. joined forces 
to fight Guate- 
mala and Salva- 
dor. 

This is confused 
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by another rumor 
that Guatemala is not involved, and 
that the war is between Mocha and 
Java. This report comes from Rio. 

Panama has been talking through its 
phat, too, the Central American corre- 
Spondents say. 

Advices from the big ditch country 
say that there will be no fight because 
Honduras can’t train down to Nicara- 
gua’s weight. 

The only indication of war is said 
to have been furnished by Venezuela, 
Which recently shippea the Minister 
from the Netherlands back home. 

This action is believed to indicate 
that Venezuela is about to land on 
the Dutch cocoa. 


WORK DONE OVER DYE POTS 
CAUSES MAN 10 SEE 
RAINBOWS AND THINGS 


Hospital Walls a Kaleidoscope of 
Vari-Colored Pictures to Mind 
of Richard Pape. 


Around the severe iron cot of Richard 
Pape at the City Hospital there Is a riot 
of colors. The monotinted hospital walls 
are a kaleidescope, the ceiling a rain- 
bow, and every object within range of 
his disordered vision takes on hues of 
vivid beauty. 

Pape’s mind is affected, and he is 
in the hospital for observation. He ts 
a dyer, and a quarter of a century over 
the dye vats is said to be the cause of 
his hallucinations. 

That chemicals in the dyes slowly 
poisoned Pape and finally brought on 
an affliction of the mind is the belief 
of the hospital physicians who are at- 
tending him. He may have inhaled the 
chemicals ag they were volatilized un- 
der the heat, or may have been poisoned 
through dipping his hands into them. 

Such cases are extremely rare and 
Pape’s is attracting much attention. 
tiis limited vocabulary is inadequate to 
express the marvels his disordered retina 
and brain conjure up. 

Pape is 4 years old and lives at 1627 
South Jefferson avenue. te was ar- 
raigned Tuesday on complaint of his 
wife in the City Hall Police Court, but 
she pleaded for his release, telling 
Judge Tracy she feared his mind 
Was unbalanced. He had acted queerly, 
she said, and his mind seemed especial- 
ly deranged in regard to colors.

Coleoptera Lachnosterna Are 
Making Up Lost: Time in 
La Crosse, Wis.

LACROSSE, Wis., July 23.—The annu- 
al convention of the coleoptera lachnos- 
terna is weing held here, and business 
in the retail district is practically sus- 
pended on that account. The conven- 
tion is a few weeks later this year than 
usual, but the number of delegates is 
larger than ever before.. :-There have 
been no business sessiona, the dele- 
gates devoting all their time to sight- 
seeing. 

The suspension of business is not for 
the purpose of welcoming the visitors, 
but of avoiding them. They invited 
themselves, and, apparently, accepted 
unanimously. 

La Crosse is a favorite convention 
town for the coleoptera lachnosterna, 
famUtarly known as the June bug, or 
June beetie. He is so named because 
he usually appears in that month. 

Town Just like Bugvilic. 

The winged visitors, swarming in 
clouds from surrounding swamps, have 
blanketed the streets downtown, where 
the lights shine brightest at night, until 
walking through them is unpleasant. 
Thrown from the pavement into the 
street in shovelsful, oncoming hordes 
soun biock the passageway again. Lit- 
erally, they have transformed La Crosse 
into Bugville. 

This strange phenomenon has been 
seen In La Crosse before, but never in 
sufth proportions as now. Wagonloads 
of insects are being hauled away by 
farmers, to be used as fertilizer. 

Clouds of bugs, which circle about the 
arc lamps at night, dim the light. A 
smelly, squirming mass covers the side- 
walks several inches deep. Display win- 
dows in the retafl district are covered 
with them, and, when the door of a 
shop is opened, they swarm into it, 
spreading over counters and clothes of 
clerks, until transaction of business is 
disagreeable and almost impossibie. 

Plans are being discussed by the city 
authorities for preventing a recurrence 
of the pest next year. It has been 
suggested that burning crude petroleum 
over the sloughs and ponds and swamps 
will prevent the breeding, but some of 
these places are so inaccessible as to 
make this,method almost fmpracticable

Secretary Troy of the St. Louls Man-- 
ufacturers’ Association said that at 
least 15,000 men have. been put to work 
in St. Louls and the Tri-Cities since 
June 1, and, according toa reliable infor- 
mation, 10,000 or 12,000 more will be em- 
ployed by Aug. 1. , 

‘ To Reopgn Car Piant. 

According to F. Robinson, assist- 
ant secretary of the American Car and 
“oundry Co., with offices in the Syndi- 
cate Trust Building, that company will, 
by Aug. 1, or possibly before, reopen 
its works In Madison, III., with a full 
force. 

“The details of reopening have nit yet 
been fully settled,’”’ Mr. Robinson sald. 

“or, at least, I have not been informed 
if they have, but it is only a matter of 
a few weeks until the American Car 
and Foundry-Co, will put between five 
and eight hundred additional men at 
work in its Madison plant, and full time 
and full foree work will be resumed.” 

The N. O. Nelson Manufacturing Co.'s 
plant at Leclaire, Ill., will resume nor- 
mal work Saturday. 

“The Nelson plant has not been closed 
at all,” an official in the office of N. 
O. Nelson, president, at Tenth and 
Chestnut streets, said, “but its 300 
men have been worked only half time 
since last fall. None of the men was 
laid off, but they received but half pay. 
This week, full time will be resumed, 
and some time in August we contem- 
plate employing 200 or possibly 250 addi- 
tlonal men.” 

July 15, the Corn Products Refining 
Co. of Madison, Ill., resumed work with 
its full force of 300 men. This plant, 
according to a statement at the B&t. 
Louis office of the company, 112 North 
Fourth street, has been operated with 
only half its force, working full time, 
for the last two months. 

Twenty additional men were employed 
Monday by ‘the Sodermann Heat and 
Power Co. of Edwardsville. It was 
stated at the offices of this company 
that this plant has not been closed Aur- 
ing the winter and spring but has been 
working with a short force Before 
the depression last fall, 100 men .were 
employed.

‘Foe of Cliques Disbands Them 


and a Walkout 
Follows. 





Twenty-one young women of the Sec- 
ond Christian Church Sunday School 
have gone on strike against the preach- 
er, the Rev. Ralph Edward Alexander, 
and they will not return unless he gives 
in to their demands. 

‘We will never go back’to the Sun- 
day school, never, until the pastor 
shows a more lenient spirit in his deal- 
ing with our class,” skid Miss Rosalie 
Clark, one of the leaders in the mutiny, 
and the other girls voice her senti- 
ments.” 

“The pastor tells us he never will 
permit us to come back except upon his 
own terms,” continued Miss Clark. “He 
is willing to lose 21 young women from 
his Sunday school rather than be con- 
cillatory. He has said so. 

“The pastor also called us bullheads 
and said the devil had broken loose in 
one of the Sunday-school classes, mean- 
ing in our class, of course. That doesn’t 
look nice, does it?’ 


Walkout Cripples the School, 
The 21 young women are members of 


the best families in the church and the 
Sunday-school has been seriously crip- 
pled by their ‘‘walk-out.”’ 

Some of the girls use strong language 
in denouncing the pastor for what they 
term his high-handed and arbitrary 
manner with them. The whole member- 
ship of the church is in a turmoil over 
the mutiny and each one has taken sides 
one way or the other, some with the 
pastor and some with the young women. 

The trouble began two years ago, when 
the Rev. Mr. Alexander became pastor 
of the church, which is at Eleventh ani 
‘Tyler streets. It is reported that he 
said then that there were too many 
cliques in the church and that these 
caused jealousy and weakened the in- 
fluence of the. church, and that he 
would break up the cliques if he had to 
throw some people out by the neck: C. 
F. Sperry, former superintendent of the 
Bunday school and teacher of the class 
of 21 young women who have gone on 
strike, quotes the minister as saying 
this. 

One of the largest and most influential 
Classes in the Sunday school was Class 
No. 10. It was composed of young wom- 
‘en who also were members ‘of a social 
club known as the “‘Pietias Club.’’ One 
of the rules of this club was that only 
members of Sunday-school class No. 10 
could be members of it. This made it 
an exclusive organization and there was 
‘pome jealousy about it. 


Pastor Takes Firm Stand. 
Members of the club say the pastor 


did not like Mr. Sperry and that he in- 
tended to break up his class and the 
girls’ Pietias Club in order to spite 
him. At any rate, Mr. Spierry resigned 
the teachership of the class and then 
the pastor announced that Class No. 10 
would be disbanded and its members 
would be distributed among other 
classes. The 24 young women of the 
class held an indignation meeting and 
21 decided they never would submit to 
it. They would leave the Sunday school 
first. )

OUT TO STAY, SO THERE!

Twenty-one young women of the Sec- 
ond Christian Church Sunday School 
have gone on strike against the preach- 
er, the Rev. Ralph Edward Alexander, 
and they will not return unless he gives 
in to their demands. 

“We will never go back‘to the Sun- 
day school, never, until the pastor 
shows a more lenient spirit in his deal- 
ing with our class,” shid Miss Rosalie 
Clark, one of the leaders in the mutiny, 
and the other girls voice her senti- 
ments: ~ 

“The pastor tells us he never will 
permit us to come back except upon his 
own terms,’’ continued Miss Clark. “He 
is willing to lose 21 young women from 


cililatory. He has said so. 

“The pastor also called us bullheads 
and said the devil had broken loose in 
one of the Sunday-school classes, mean- 
ing in our class, of course. That doesn’t 
look nice, does it?” 


Walkout Cripples the School. 
The 21 young women are members of 


the best families in the church and the 
Sunday-school has been seriously crip- 
pled by their “walk-out.” 

Some of the girls use strong language 
in denouncing the pastor for what they 
term his high-handed and arbitrary 
manner with them. The whole member- 
ahip of the church is in a turmoil over 
the mutiny and each one has taken sides 
one way or the other, some with the 
pastor and some with the young women. 

The trouble began two years ago, when 
the Rev. Mr. Alexander became pastor 
of the church, which is at Eleventh and 
‘Tyler streets. It is reported that he 
eaid then that there were too many 
cliques in the church and that these 
caused jealousy and weakened the in- 
fluence of the. church, and that he 
would break up the cliques if he had to 
throw some people out by the neck: C. 
F. Sperry, former superintendent of the 
Sunday school and teacher of the class 
of 21 young women who have gone on 
strike, quotes the minister as saying 
this. 

One of the largest and most influential 
Classes in the Sunday school was Class 
No. 10. It was composed of young wom- 
en who also were members ‘of a social 
club known as the ‘‘Pietias Club.’’ One 
of the rules of this club was that only 
members of Sunday-school class No. 10 
could be members of it. This made it 
an exclusive organization and there was 
pome jealousy about it. 


Pastor Takes Firm Stand. 
Members of the club say the pastor 


did not like Mr. Sperry and that he in- 
tended to break up his class and the 
girls’ Pietias Club in order to spite 
him. At any rate, Mr. Spierry resigned 
the teachership of the class and then 
the pastor announced that Class No. 10 
would be disbanded and its members 
would be distributed among other 
Classes. The 24 young women of the 
class held an indignation meeting and 
21 decided they never would submit to 
it. They would leave the Sunday school 
first. 

They gave their ultimatum to the 
pastor and asked that he keep their 
class intact and that he give them Jo- 
®eph Story for a teacher. He refused. 
Then they asked him to appoint any 
teacher he wished. 

He refused to do that. They asked 
him next to allow the class to remain 
intact and permit the members of it to 
take turns teaching themselves. He 
would not consent to that and insisted 
that the class must be broken up.

LIGHTING COMPETITION 








Advocates of Scheme Say It 
Would Regulate the Price 
of Electricity. 





The United Light, Heat and Power 
Committee of the Affiliated Business 
Men’s Associations will devote an entire 
meeting to the consideration of the pur- 
chase by the city in 1911 of the electrical 
condult system. 

The subject was introduced at the 
meeting Tuesday night at the Planters 
Hotel by William Sacks, president of 
the Twenty-seventh Ward Improvement 
Association. Mr. Sacks, after explaining 
the object of the purchase of the con- 
duits, was elected vice-president of the 
committee. 

The business organizations which are 
pushing the proposition to purchase the 
conduits say that by acquiring them the 
city ‘can encourage competition in the 
local electric lighting field, thereby 
bringing into use an effective instru- 
ment for the regulation of rates. 

Work of Municipal Piant. 

City Engineer Wood, who has charge 
of the municipal lighting plant at the 
City Hall, which has been so efficiently 
operated that it has saved the city large 
sums of money, made a talk on the 
work of the plant. 

The attorney of the Light and Develop- 
ment Co., which has an ordinance for a 
franchise pending in the City Council, 
also spoke on what his:company will do 
if it is given the franchise. 

The Pine Street Improvement Associa- 
tion has let the contract for placing 
ornamental electroliers on the street 
from the west side of Fourth street to 
the east side of Tenth street. 

Lights Ready by October, 

The electroliers are to be installed by 
October. There will be four electroliers 
on each side of each block. Each post 
will have four electric lights, with a 
total capacity of 80 candle power. 

The new high efficiency Tungsten 
lamps, which consume a small quant!- 
ty ef current, will be used in the illum- 
inating scheme. 

The property owners on the street 
Were assessed $2 a front foot to pay for 
the installetion of the electroliers. The 
tenants wiil -ay for their maintenance. 
It will cost $2760 a year to illuminate the 
@treet in this way.

Fifteen dogs 
have died from poison during the past 
10 days. 

When Stephen Phillips sang “A wan- 
dering bliss, my ashes shall console 
and make for peace,”’ he had no refer- 
ence to dogs. The bodies of some of 
the poison victims still lie about the 
streets and alleys, and they make less 
for peace every hour. 

The poison-dispensing resident jumped 
out of the frying pan into the fire. 

Prefer Nocturnal Serenades. 

Whether ’tis better to suffer nocturnal 
serenades or to have slumber assailed 
through the nose instead of the ears is 
a question about which there can be no 
dispute in the minds of Pine street resi- 
dents between Cardinal and Compton 
avenues. Fido and Rover alive are less 
troublesome than Fido and Rover dead, 
they find. 

And into some families the deaths 
took tears and sobs.--Patrolman Ross of 
the Manchester Avenue Station shot a 
spitz Wednesday to shorten its death 
agony from the poison, and a moment 
later a brown-haired little girl was 
kneeling beside the dog’s body, crying 
as if her heart would break over the 
departure. of her playmate and com- 
panion. *

Shipman, for 39 years connected with 
the staff of the New Yorw World, died 
at his home, 223 Lincoln place, Brook- 
-lyn, yesterday, after a short illness. Mr. 
Shipman was 84 years old. He is sur- 
vived by his wife and a son, Frederick 
W. Shipman, also on the staff of The 
World. 

He was the exchange editor of the 
newspaper until two months ago, when 
hs became ill. He actually died in har- 
ness. He was an indefatigable worker, 
and up to the day of his last illness was 
hale and hearty. 

In Alton, Ill, in 1854, he married Miss 
Mary E. Dow, a native of Portland, Me. 
Miss Dow’s father was a cousin of the 
late Gen. Neal Dow. 

In 1860 Mr. Shipman returned to New 
York and obtained a position as night 
editor of the New York Sun, then owned 
by Moses §S. Beach, and he continued 
with that paper until it passed into the 
hands of Charles A. Dana, a service of 
about nine years.

UNION ELECTRIC STANDS 
CONVICTED BY OWN ACTS 





Light Abuses Exposed Until Public Opinion De- 


manded That They 


Cease—Council, Mayor 


and House of Delegates, Once at Variance 
on Regulation, Took United Stand When 
Tide of Feeling Was Overwhelming.

NOTABLE public service has been rendered by the Post-Dispatch in 
the passage of the public utilities bill, providing for a ‘commission 
clothed with full power to investigate the franchise-holding corpora- 


tions of St. Louis and report to the Municipal Assembly reasonab'e rates that 


they may charge for sérvice. 


When consumers, four months ago, began complaining to the Post-Dis- 
patch of increasing electric Might bills and contract conditions which they con- 
sidered unfair, oppressive, and, in some instances, confiscatory, the City Coun- 
cil, the House of Delegates and the Mayor seemed to be hopelessly divided on 


the public utilities bill. 


From day to day, since early in April, the Post-Dispatch has printed the 
complaints of electric light and power consumers as showing the need of 


prompt action on the bill to create a 
service corporations and report to the 


commission to investigate the public 
Municipal Assembly a schedule of fair, 


rasonable and uniform rate conditions of taking service. 


More than a year had elapsed since 
the Missouri General Assembly, by the 
passage of the Cooper act, had _ con- 
ferred upon the city of St. Louis the 
power to regulate the public seryice 
corporations, 

In that time no substantial progress 
had been made by the Municipal As- 
sembly in an effort to put St. Louis in 
a position where it could exercise the 
authority conferred upon it by the, en- 
abling act. The House of Delegates in- 
sisted upon a commission formed in one 
way, while the Council and Mayor de- 
sired to have the commission created in 
another. 

In view of what consumers declared 
were unreasonably high and discriminat- 
ing electric light rates and unsatisfac- 
tory contract conditions, the Post-Dis- 
patch urged the House of Delegates, 
City Council and the Mayor to lay aside 
their personal differences of opinion and 
agree upon a bil) that would insure ul- 
timately fair and uniform rates to all 
consumers, and equitable conditions un- 
Ger which the service might be taken, 


After the Post-Dispatch began to ad- 
vyocate the passage of the public utilities 


bill every newspaper in St. Louis edi- 
torially approved the proposition. One 
newspaper challenged the constitutional- 
ity of the bill, as ft was finally passed, 
on the theory that the city charter pro- 
vides that the Mayor must appoint all 
such commissions, but did not oppose 
its passage. 

The Post-Dispatch's evidence of in- 
creased rates, discriminations and op- 
pressive contract conditions was taken 
from the bills and contracts of the 
Union. Electric Light and Power Co. 
and was incontrovertible by the com- 
pany itself. 

The Union Electric Light and Power 
Co,, within the past year, cleared the 
field of competition, and, finding itself 
undisputed mdster of the field, adopted 
a new schedule of rates which carried 
a minimum monthly charge ranging 
from 10 cents to 65 cents for each con- 
nected light socket in a consumer's 
premises. 

Many consumers complained of these 
rates, the minimum charges and the 
lack of what they considered courteous 
treatment when they went to the office 
of the company to seek an explana- 





tion, 


Public Service Herd Now Can 


Be Muzxled 


HE Post-Dispatch investigated a 

a number of complaints and discov- 
; ered that they were weil founded, 
It then called upon other consumers who 
felt that they were being overcharged or 
discriminated against, to send in their 
complaints. 

The result was a campaign of publici- 
ty, which in four months has brought 
erder out of chaos and has resulted 
in the passage of a law through the 
eperation of which the people may ex- 
pect confidently to find relief from ex- 
cessive charges, unreasonable contract 
conditions and improper treatment. The 
city is now in a position to muzzle the 
public service herd and to say just how 
much and under what conditions it may 
eat out of the people's pastures. 

As the campaign progressed the dis- 
satisfaction with electric lighting ang 
power conditions became so widespread 
that the Municipal Assembly was no

One feature of the Union Electric’s 
new rate schedule to which consumers 
objected most strenuously was the 
“ready-to-serve’” charge, or minimum 
monthly guarantee. 

The company has been insisting. that 
it has a right to charge consumers a 
stated sum each month, whether they 
use any electricity or not, for being 
ready to serve them. 

In a pamphlet entitled “Principles of 
Equitable Rate-Making,”’ Union Electric 
attempted to justify this charge by 
comparing itself to a club which as- 
sessed its members monthly dues wheth- 
er ‘or not they derived any club ben- 
efits. 

In its pamphlet the company said: 

“A customer who obtains the im. 
portant privilege of using, whenever 


the chooses, lamps or motors, should 


pay the company for its readiness to 
serve him, whether the customer uses 
®ny current on his premises or not; 
just as a member of a club or asso. 
ciation pays dues for the readiness of 
the club to serve him whether he goes 
te the club house or not. 

“The club house and servants are 
there for all the members, and the 
member who uses the club but occa- 
sionally must pay his dues just the 





same as those who use it regularly.

their meters, they would, in that event, 
ccase paying anything and the revenue 
of the electric company would entirely 
cease.”’ 

Union Electric forced the issue on the 
‘rvady-to-serve’’ pro} osition just at the 
time the panic struck the country last 
fall. Merchants, business men and man- 
ufacturers, who had no way of requir- 
ins, their customers to guarantee them 
a stipulated income, rebelled at the idea 
of having to pay the electric cumpany a 
certain amount each month whether 
they used electricity or not. 

The shoe merchant felt. he had just as 
much right to charge his customer for 
shoes he did not buy as the electric 
company had to charge for current that 
was not used; the barber argued ft.at if 
he~sould adopt Union Electric princi- 
pies, it would make no difference to him 
if whiskers ceased growing or the 
safety razor habit became universal; tha 
banker felt that he had an qual right 
to charge his client interest on money 
that he did not, borrow. 

The shoe merchant contended that he 
had to be ready to serve his custom- 
ers by having in stock a large quan- 
tity of different sizes and styles of 
slioes, all of which cost him large sums 
cf money; that he nad to pay rent, and 
clerk hire and other bills whetier he 
scld his goods or not, and so did al!

ANY other consumers who could 
VI not possibly see how their 
consumption of light and pow- 
er had increased, found that their 
bills were from 8 to 158 per cent 
higher. The consumer whose _ rate 
had been increased naturally expected 
his bills to be higher and he was not 

disappointed, but he was dissatisfied. 

But the consumer who was:using light 
under™the same contract, having the 
game equipment and perhaps doing much 
less business than a year ago, could 
not understand how it was possible for 
his bills to increase so largely. This 
mystery remains yet unsolved. 

The increase in the rates to many con- 
sumers has been from 2 to 100 per cent 
and sometimes even more. The small 
consumer who could get a 4 and 5-cent-

Union Electric never challenged the 
authenticity of the figures presented in 
any case. It is unusual, in conducting 
such a long and hard-fought campaign, 
for a newspaper's statements to go en- 
tirely unchallenged “or to avoid entire- 
ly errors which may justly need cer- 
rection. 

The Post-Dispatch has been able to 
use but a tithe of the information that 
it has regarding discriminations and 
increased rates. It has lists of hun-

other classes of business men. 

Consumers of electricity quickly 
formed the idea that the ‘ready-to- 
serve’”’ policy of Union Electric was un- 
fair and often oppressive, and that the 
company was taking advantage of its 
monopoly in the local field to force them 
to pay for something they did not re- 
ceive. They obejcted most strenuously, 
to being assessed to guarantee the elec- 
tric company a fixed income when they 
had no means of compelling their cus- 
tomers to pay a certain sum whether 
or not they purchased any goods. 

On top of the ready-to-serve charge 
came an increase in rates. Consumers 
in the business district of the city, in 
which there was active competition be- 
fore Union Electric gained control of 
the fleld, had little difficulty In getting 
a satisfactory rate, either from Union 
Electric or its competitors. 

Union Electric had an old siiding 
schedule of rates which was never ad- 
hered to except in the case cf consumers 
who were unable to take advantage of 
competition. 

As the old contracts, made under the 
competitive conditions, expired and con- 
sumers were required to renew at Union 
Electric’s new rates, complaints multl!- 
plied and in response to the Posf-Dis- 
patch's request hundreds of consumers 
communicated the facts to this paper. 


Light Bills Rose Steadily, But 
the Rate Remained the Same 


a-kilowatt-hour rate when there was 
competition found that he had to pay 
12 cents under the new schedule. The 
larger consumers, as a rule, were also 
raised, but not so much as the smaller 
consumers. 

The Post-Dispatch has investigated 
hundreds of complaints. It has refused 
to publish any complaint that was not a 
substantial one. It has refused to pub- 
lish\any complaint where the consumer 
was unwilling to have his name and 
address used, together with all the*ma- 
terial facts at his command. 

Out of the many hundreds of com- 
plaints printed there, has never been 
made a request for a correction. Great 
care was exercised to present the facts 
as they existed, without either bias or 
exaggeration. 


Convicted 


Upon Its Own Evidence—The Bills 


Union Electric had many consumers 
completely ‘“‘bluffed.”’ They were actu- 
ally afraid to make their grievances 
public. They believe that in some way 
the electric company will either in- 
crease their bills, tamper with the me- 
ter or cut off the service and leave them 
In the dark. 

The Post-Dispatch has not taken up 
the complaint of any consumer who was 
not entirely willing to make a fight 
for his rights. Many consumers of- 
fered to help provided their names 
were withheld, and the Post-Dispatch 
has @ waste basket full of anonymous 
letters. . 

A Main street consumer signed a new 
contract in the middle of a month, and 
it so happened that one-half the serv- 
ice was billed to him at the old rates 
and the other half at the new rates. 
The case presented a remarkably atrik- 
ing illustration of the increase in rates 
under the new schedule. 





The consumer was willing te have ell 


the facts made public, even to allow 
the use of the bills for rep ction, 
provided his name and addre were 
withheld. The Post-Dispatch would not 
print the facts that he was willing to 
give under these conditions, because it 
preferred to give all the facts or none, 
so that other consumers, if interested, 
might for themselves verify the Post- 
Dispatch’s information, and so that. the 
accuracy or the authenticity of the facts 
could not be challenged. 

The president of one of ‘the largest 
financial institutions in St. Louis of- 
fered information of the same condi- 
tions—that his name and that of his 
company be withheld from the public. 

A well-konwn engineer, who represent- 
ed many large consumers who were 
having trouble with Union Electric, 
could have induced his e¢lients to give 
the facts on the.same terms. 

One consumer was real anxious to 
help in the fight on account of an in- 
crease in his bills, but he found, upon 
investigation, that he was selling goods 
to the electric company, and as times 
are hard he could not afford to lose 
any business. Another consumer's 
relative bought scrap from Union 
Electric and the consumer thought his 
relative’s business might be affected if 
he told the facts regarding his own 
troubles with the electric company. 


The Post-Dispatch has information in 





hundreds of cases in which consumers 
have cause for just complaints against 
the lighting company, which, for vari- 
ous reasons, have not been published 
Such of this informatidbn as may be of 
benefit to the commission in arriving at 
a correct understanding of the situa- 
tion will be freely. furnished. 


The kilowatt hour is a great mystery 
to many consumers of electricity. Many 
consumers who have been having almost 
continuous trouble with Union Electric 
over their constantly increasing bills 
heave made special trips to the cam- 
pany’s office to get some information 
on this subject. 


The capacity of an electrical plart is 
rated in kilowatts, each kilowatt gen- 
erating enough electricity to supply 2 
i6-candle power lamps. The 20 lamps, 
burning one hour, will consume one kilo- 
watt hour of current. But the con- 
sumer who demanded an explanation 
of what constitutes a kilowatt hour was 
unable to get this information at th: 
company’s office, and never thoroughly 
urderstood it until set right elsewhere. 


The meter is another mystery. Many 
consumers are of the opinion that thetr 
meters are fast. They distrust the little 
mechanical device. One consumer had 
an expert test his meter, and was ,told 
that it was creeping—running all tte 
time whether any current was being 
used or not. 


Big “Ads” Without the Facts Dealt 


the Monopoly 


OON after the Post-Dispatch start- 
S ed the campaign Union Electric 
undertook to offset its effects by 
using large quantities of advertising 


space in the newspapers. 
As the company’s advertising dealt in 


generalities, and offered no specific in- 
formation to substantiate the claims the 
company made, it had an effect on the 
general cody of consumers directly op- 
posite to what the company intended. 


Hundreds of consumers told Post-Dis- 
patch reporters the advertising was a 
confession of the weakness of the com- 
pany’s position. Many pages of news- 
paper space were used in making public 
the Holman charts, by means of which 
the company attempted to prove that 
its new rates were lower than the old. 

The charts were unintelligible to the 
vast majority of consumers. A Judge 
of the Circuit Court spent many hours 
trying to understand them. 

“Tt is plain to me,” he said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, “that when a con- 
sumer piys more for the same quantity 
of iight than he did a year ago his rate 
has been raised. 

“I consider that I a man of at 
least fair intelligence, but Union Elec- 
tric charts mean nothing to me. I have 
studied them from almost every angie. 
but there is nothing in them that in- 
dicates to me whether a consumer's bill 
woukl be higher under the old rates 
than under the new or vice versa.” 

The Holman charts have been picked 
to pleces by electrical and mechanical 
engineers. The engineers say the charts 
are misleading. Some interesting p#- 
pers have been prepared on this sub- 
ject, and will be read at the early fall 
meetings of the engineering societies. 
Stereopticon views will be given show- 
ing other charting of the rates, as com- 
pared ith the charts prepared by Mr. 
Holman. 

Electric spent many thousands 
of dollars getting these charts before the

public. Its advertising campaign, Ac- 
cording to estimates mage by experts, 
cost not less than $20,000. 

~A technical man, who assisted in the 
preparation of the charts and whose 
name the Post-Dispatch is not at liberty 
to disclose, said to a reporter: 

“The Post-Dispatch cartoon, showing 
a consumer with the charts spread out 
before him trying to figure out his light 
bills by them and winding up tn the ob- 
servation ward, is almost literally true. 
The rates are so complicated that the 
average consumer cannot understand 
them, and the charts bewilder him to 
such an extent that he would undoubt- 
ediy be brain dizzy if he attempted to 
apply them to his light bills.’’ 

When consumers began complaining 
that their light bills were increasing 
under the new schedules of Union Elec- 
tric the Post-Dispatch requested them 
te send in their electric light bills for 
comparative months of this year and 
last. The response to this request was 
great. 

One of the most energetic fighters tn 
the catse was H. I,. Schaeffer, an in- 
surance man, 3928 Cleveland avenue. Mr. 
Schaeffer's bills for residence lighting 
more than doubled, and he was sure 
something was wrong with the meter. 

Mr. Schaeffer made his complaint to 
the Post-Dispatch in April. A few weeks 
earlier’ Union Electric had tested his 
meter and pronounced it correct. 

Mr. Schaeffer was not satisfied with 
the test, a®\he knew his bills were 
too high. He demanded that Union Elec- 
tric make « joint test with the experts 
of the Fire Prevention Bureau, of which 
Mr. Schaeffer, on account of his im- 
surance connections, was a member. 

Previous to making this demand Mr. 
Schaeffer had been told that if he was 
not satisfied with the meter; to have 
it tested by the city. Upon inquiry he 
found that the city had no authority 
to test electric meters.

R. SCHAEFFER won his fight, 
NVI with the assistance of the Post- 

Dispatch, and then d intro- 
duced in the Municipal Assembly an 
ordinanee authorizing the city to test 
meters. The letter written by Mr. Pow- 
elson, president of the company, ac- 
knowledging that the meter was fast, is 
one of very few such letters in exist- 
ence. 


Then W. Daviess Pittman, business 
manager of the Christian Publishing 
Co., got into the fight. Mr. Pittman 
formerly was bond officer of one of the 
trust companies and sold many Union 
Electric bonds in _other days, and is a 
member of the well-known Drummond 
family. 


On account of Mr. Pittman’s promi-

Mr. Pittman’s bills showed that he 
was paying an increase of 120 per cent 
for light over last year, and 52 per cent 
for power. He said he was using prac- 
tically the same light and power, oper- 
ating the same machinery and having 
the same department expenses, 


Mr. Pittman could not understand why 
there should be any such increase in 
bills, under these conditions, and said 
so plainly. His meters were tested, and 





the power meter was reported to be 4% 
per cent fast and the light meter 1% 
per cent slow. The tests were nw4te by 
Union Electric. After Mr. Pittman’s 
complaint Came many others, 

No man has rendered more loyal serv- 
ice to the public in the fight than Conde 
L. Benoist, proprietor of the Benoist

Benoist has been having all manner of 
trouble making satisfactory contracts 
with the lighting companies, and he 
was finally forced by high rates to put 
in his own electric light plant, which is 
now ‘in process of construction. 

The St. Louls Hardware Manufactur- 
ing Co., the United Hebrew Congrega- 
tion, Market street merchants, Nathan 
Nettle of 1869 South Twelfth street, and 
hundreds of other consumers made com- 
plaints of increasing rates, all of which 
had a tendency to crystallize sentiment 
in favor of the publile utilities bill. 

Consumers’ bills reproduced in the 
columns of the Post-Dispatch showed 
exactly the extent of the Increase in 
rates, and proved a convincing argue .

It is held that his remarks in passing 
sentence upon the oil monopoly went beyond the 
record, and that they indicated a purpose on his 
part to inflict penalties for offenses of which the 
defendant had not been convicted. . 

This may be true. Judge Landis, though a 
judge, is not of the judicial temperament. He is 


{nclined to partisanship. He is one-sided. He: 


is impulsive, and in speech he is prone to violence 
and exaggeration. 

Yet even the learned members of the Court of 
Appeals do not reverse him for misinterpretation 
of law, for irregularity of procedure or for lack 
of-evidence. He is rebuked because, in passing 
judgment, which was severe beyond precedent, 
he took cognizance of matters which had not ap- 
peared in the case on trial before him. 

Great is the law, and the judges are its pro- 
phets. If Landis erred he at least voiced the just 
wrath of the people. “If he said too much for 
judicial perfection, he said no more than honest 
men wanted him to say. 
he inflicted were excessive, they were warrented 
by the plain letter of the law and they did not 


exceed the wrongs which he sought to punish. 


Reversed by a higher court, he is nevertheless 
sustained by the power that establishes courts 
and makes them respected. 

Standard Oil may escape the fine imposed by 
Landis. It never will outlive the judgment which 
Landis passed upon it, for that judgment was 
true. 
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There is nothing the matter with the Roose- 
velt conscience, judging by the way he sleeps 
through a collision at sea and a shipwreck, with- 
out batting an eye. 
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MR. BALL AS A. CHARACTER. 

For the information and consolation of Mr. 
Ball, who professes to be aggrieved because the

LONDON, July 23. 


HE ill feeling existing between the American and English athletes partici- 
pating in the Olympic games was intensified today by the disqualification 
of J. C. Carpenter, Cornell University, the winner in the 440-meter final, in 


which Lieutenant Halswelle, the pride of England, finished third. The Britons 
charged that Carpenter and his Yankee running mate, W. C. Robbins, pocketed 
Halswelle, who was favorite to win the event because of his record time in the 


preliminary heats. J. B. Taylor, 


Irish-American 


A. C., was fourth. 


Matthew P. Halpin, manager of the American team, declared emphat- 
ically that the Americans would not run the race over. 


Immediately after the race the 
Britons entered a heated protest and 
the stands joine. in the clamor against 
the Americans. The judges decided that 
the race was ‘‘no contest’ and ordered 
it rerun. The uproar continued for 
more than haif an hour and the En- 
giish, in attempting to justify their 
position in demanding the disqualif- 
cation, hurried photograpners onto the 
track to take pictures of the foot im- 
printa where the crowding is alleged to 
have taken place, 

Foul Seemed Impossible, 
t The foul is alleged to have occurred 
at the head of the stretch as the men 
were straigntening out for home, To 
the American spectators the foul 
seemed impossible, They could not see 
how Carpenter, who was on the inside, 
‘eould avoid swinging out some at the 
curve, but he did not appear to carry 
the Hnglish Lieutenant out of his path. 

An allegation that caused the Ameri- 
eans to become so indignant as to re- 
strain themselves with difficulty, was 
the charge that Carpenter and Robbins 
pre-arranged to defeat the Englishman, 
fair means or foul. Several of the more 
impulsive Americans in the stands had 
to be restrained. 

While there is the strongest denial of 
any foul work on the part of the Ameri- 
ans, the. Yankees declare that they 
were very eager to win as the 200-meter 
race, another of tlie mest important of 
the week, had been won by Kerr of 
Canada just an hour before. Coughlin 
of the Irish-American A. C. finished 
second and N. J. Cartmell of the Uni- 
versity of Penns inia was third. 
Kerr's time was 2.°. 8. 

This race proved the closest of the 
meet, Kerr winning by a scant foot. As 
the English had no man entered in this 
eva.*, Kerr was given almost as great 
ai ~satjon as Walker, the South Afri- 
can, recelvéd yesterday when he de- 
feated Rector, the American, in the 100 
meter race. 

The four men in this event got away 
to & splendid start. Kerr quickly 
showed in the front and, although 
Cloughen made a magnificent spurt at 
the half way and pulled up inch by 
inch, he was unable to catch the speedy 
Canadian. 

When it was seen that Kerr had 
touched the tape inches ahead of 
Cloughen the crowd in the stands stood 
up and cheered and the Canadians 
poured out on to the field and carried 
their hero shoulder high to his dressing 
room. <As Kerr was borne past the 
atand occupied jointly by the American 
and Canadian rooters, everybody there, 
irrespective of country, stood up and 
gave three rahs and “Canada” for Kerr, 
who has been one of the hardest worked 
athletes in the games and who was the 
first man to score a win for his coun- 
try. 

Cloughen and Cartmell ran a splen- 
did race. 

Ekwry Winans High Jump. 

The Americans captured one final to- 
day, the standing high jump, which 
went to Ray Ewry, N. Y. A. C,, with 
a clearance of 5 feet 2 inches. J. A. 
Biller, Brooklyn Central Y. M. C. A., 
and Tsiclitaras, Greece, tied for second 
honors with 5 feet 1 inch. F, Leroy 
Holmes, Chicago, was fourth with 5 feet 
flat, and receives a certificate of merit. 

Ewry, undefeated at home and abroad, 
Was given a big ovation by the Ameri- 
cans, who took this opportunity for 
shouting exultation over the British, 
who were still cheering at intervals the 
judges decision in the 440 meters. 

The Americans also are figuring on 
the preliminary heats of the 110-meter 
hurdie race, and in each case where 
Americans started in these heats they 
were successful. J, C. Garrels, Chicago 
A. A.; William Rand, Harvard Univer- 
sity; F. C. Smithson, Multnomah A. C., 
and L. V. Howe, Yale, each headed his 
field in his heat, while A. B. Shaw, 
Dartmouth, had a walkover.

HE ill feeling existing between the American and English athletes partici- 
pating in the Olympic games was intensified today by the disqualification 
of J. C. Carpenter, Cornell University, the winner in the 440-meter final, in 


which Lieutenant Halswelle, the pride of England, finished third, The Britons 
charged that Carpenter and his Yankee running mate, W. C. Robbins, pocketed 
Halswelle, who was favorite to win the event because of his record time in the 


preliminary heats. J. B. Taylor, 


Irish-American A. C., 


was fourth. 


Matthew P. Halpin, manager of the American team, declared emphat- 
ieally that the Americans would not run the race over. 


Immediately after the race the 
Britons entered a heated protest and 
the stands joine . in the clamor against 
the Americans. The judges decided that 
the race was ‘‘no contest’ and ordered 
it rerun. The uproar continued for 
more than haif an hour and the En- 
giish, in attempting to justify their 
position in demanding the disqualifi- 
cation, hurried photograpners onto the 
track to take pictures of tlhe foot im- 
printe where the crowding is alleged to 
have taken place, 

Foul Seemed Impossible, 
t The foul is alleged to have occurred 
at the head of the stretch as the men 
were straigntening out for home, To 
the American spectators the foul 
seemed impossible, They could not see 
how Carpenter, who was on the inside, 
could avoid swinging out some at the 
curve, bit he did not appear to carry 
the Ninglish Lieutenant out of his path. 

An allegation that caused the Ameri- 
eans to become so indignant as to re- 
strain themselves with difficulty, was 
the charge that Carpenter and Robbins 
pre-arranged to defeat the Englishman, 
fair means or foul. Several of the more 
impulsive Americans in the stands had 
to be restrained.

NATALBANY, La., July 23.—Italians 
have gathered 500 strong near here and 
have sent word they are coming in to 
wipe out the inhabitants of this town.

‘The plant has been.in operation less 
than two months and in that time hun- 
dreds of people have been here to see 
it,’ said Mrs. Lynn, who has learned 
enough about the plant to tell others 
how it works. 

‘‘My husband is kept busy some days 
showing the plant to other electric light 
consumers. He enjo¥s it and is glad 
to render them what assistance he can 
in finding a way to escape the high 
rates of Union Electric. 

Light Bills Excessive. 

“Our electric light bills were eating 
us up. We operate the show only week 
day evenings and Sunday afterrfoon and 
evenings, but our light bills averaged 


ai $71 a month. 


“Our contract had not atpived when 
we put in our plant. I think it had 
about two months to run. 

“YT went to Union Electric’s office with 
my husband to see whether we could 
get the contract canceled. The contract 
agent seemed to want to act ugly about 
it. 

“T finally said to him: ‘Suppose we use 
your electric light for two months and 
then refuse to pay you for it.’ 

“"Then you wouldn’t be honest,’ Ae 
said. 

“ ‘Suppose,’ I replied, ‘that we don’t 
use any of your service, will we have 
to pay anyway?’ . 

Makes Agent “Mad.” 

“ *Yes,’ he said. Well then you are a 
thief, I said, just as sharply as I could. 

“He got so mad that I thought he was 
going to strike me. I still think the 
comparison I made is a good one. 

“We quit Union Electric service, and 
after the scrap the company promised 
to cancel the contract. 

“We are more than pleased with our 
plant. The current is just as steady as 
Union Electric current. A moving pic- 
ture machine requires a steady current 
so that the picture will not glimmer. We 
got just as good results from our plant 
as we did from Union Electric.”

NEW YORK, July 23.—Another mur- 
der mystery has been added to the long 
list of unsolved cases now baffling the

NEIGHBORS COMPLAIN 





Woman “Bishop” Explains 
Warm Weather Caused 
Dishabille. 





By Leased Wire from the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, July 23.—Thirty-two 
members of “‘The First Assembly of 
Christ,” a religious sect which holds 
forth in OP caps Methodist Church 
chapel at-“Tompkins and Willoughby 
avenues, Brooklyn, were arrested in a 
raid on their chapel at a moment when 
they were going through a peculiar rite 
called ‘‘drawing the dragon.”’ They had 
spent more than twelve hours in cells 

when arraigned in court. 

The police had permitted the women 
to make themselves as presertable a’s 
possible, but the men prisoners had 
been compelled to remain in the attire 
in which they~were arrested, undressed, 
as most of them were, down to under- 
shirts, trousers, shoes and stogkings. 
Malachi Gabriel, a Kurdish priest, 
and three patrolmen were the com- 
plainants and when their affidavits 
were read to the prisoners there were 
loud protests, 


Doing Indian Dance. 
According ta@ these affidavits, seven 
men and two women had been observed 
on the lower floor of the chapel. Po- 
licemen swore that the women were 
“Bishop” Elizabeth Robinson and Mrs. 
Isabella Clark, a buxom young woman. 
They further alleged that they saw the 
men and the two women going through 
a sort of Indian dance, the women be- 
ing partly undressed above the waist 
line and the men collarjess and coat- 
less and some of them in undershirts. 

Mrs. Clark, testified the policemen, 
kept running around the room, shout- 
ing, ““O, Lord, give me power!” until 
exhaustion overcame her and she fell 
on a couch. Then Daniel Weckler sep- 
arated from the men, they said, and 
went over to Mrs. Clark. 

Here Magistrate Higginbotham 
“Bishop” Miss Elizabeth 
opportunity 
the police. 

The “Bishop,” a tall, sparely-built, 
hollow-chested person with a big nose, 
declared that she and the other mem- 
bers of “The First Assembly of Christ’ 
were only worshipping God in their ow: 
way when the police arrested nen: 
that an improper act had never been 
committed in the chapel and that all 
the men present, with two exceptions, 
were married and with their wives. 

Praying Was Warm Work. 

The magistrate wanted to know why 
pHs men had to partly undress to wor- 
ship God. They offered no explana- 
tion and the ‘Bishop’ was permitted 
to speak for them. The reason she 
gave was that complaints had been 
made by persons living near the chapel, 
that the singing and praying of the 
“assembly” was annoying and so they 
closed all windows. This made the 
building close and warm and the men 
removed their outer clothing to be 
more comfortable while praying. 

The ‘“‘Bishop’’ denied that the women 
removed their skirts and then. Magis- 
trate Higzinbotham put in: 

“There may be countries where people 
don’t wear clothes when they worship 
God, but they can’t do it in Brooklyn.”

G. Clark and H. P. Dunham were held 
ln $500 bail each for examination Aug.

The rest of the pris- 
j oners were paroled to appear for ex-

Sect Founded by ‘Teacher. 

Among the women prisoners was Mrs. 
Josephine Dickey, who, as Miss Schul- 
te, was Magistrate Higginbotham’s 
schoolteacher some years ago. The av- 
erage age oi the women was 35 years. 
With the men was Robert Trautman, 
who said he was only 18. 

According to tne police, the “First 
Assembly" was founded seven years 
agzu by Nettie Harle, a schoolteacher. 
Miss S. F. Carter of Jersey City, an- 
other schoolteacher, became her assist- 
ant. There was a quarrel and Miss 
Carter became the “shepherd” of the 
sect and for a time conducted a ‘“‘chap- 
el’ at 362 South Fifth street, Brooklyn. 
In April last she moved headquarters 
to the former Methodist building «, 
Willoughby and ‘tompkins avenues. She 
has left the city and the mantle of her 
office has been assumed by “Bishop” 
Elizabeth. 


ROJESTVENSKY STILL BEING

ST. PETERSBURG, July 2.—When 
Admiral Rojestvensky dies there is no 
reason Why the obsequies should be other 
than simple and brief. Officially and 
nationally, the last honors already have 
been paid to him. When it was errone- 
ously stated Tuesday that the Admiral 
had died the Government issued the cus- 
tomary notice. Though the mistake was 
cerrected within twenty-four hours, the 
xovernmental mourning machinery had 
been put in operation and even now the 
Admiral is being mourned in some parts 
of the Empire where the news that it 
was another Rojestvensky who died has 
not been received.

sages of condolence sent to the family, 
flowers sent to the Rojestvensky home 
and flags half-masted.
